menace at all on the part of the invaders. It is an entirely 
peaceful visit. It will not even be necessary to offer them the 
keys to the city as there is a well founded tradition to the effect 
that Elks have duplicate keys to every city in the United States 
and Canada and are never backward about using them. 
But 
since it is an immemorial custom of the antlered herd to leave 
more behind them in the way of prime fellowship and good 
cheer than they take away, Coshocton need fear no ill conse- 
quences in this respect. 
Secret organizations of one kind or another may come and 
go, but the B. P. O. E. goes on forever. And, to carry Tennyson's

.Judge Gary On Labor 
T 


HE words of Chairman Elbert H. Gary at last week's meet- 


ing of the stockholders of the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion, while not precisely democratic, were certainly fair spoken. 
,In the matter of wages the position taken by Judge Gary is 
juster and more intelligent than that of many other con- 
spicuous leaders of industry. 


The head of the Steel Corporation, attending to the plain 
truth that the cost of living has not as yet come down consider- 
ably, expressed the belief .that wages should not be lowered un- 
til it was a fair and reasonable thing to do. That is good eco- 
nomics as well as sound ethics. For the improvement of busi- 
ness depends on an increase in the consumptive demand of the 
people of the country. A decrease in the wages of steel em- 
ployes will not enlarge their capacity to buy or to consume at 
present price levels. 


In his references to trade unionism Judge Gary was forth- 
right, if not wise. The steel executive is stil! an .uncompromis- 
ing foe of unionism. He said that no benefit will accrue to any 
one except the leaders from labor organization. That is a view 
which would have been almost unanimously approved in the 
United States of 1880. It would still have had a majority sanc- 
tion in 1900. altho President McKmley's Industrial Commission 
was then doing something to shift labor discussion from the 
plane of prejudice and theory to the ground of economic reality. 


Certainly, however, no responsible statesman in any in-
